John D. (Don) Killian, sport promoter, 
gambler and gangster, spoke his own 
death sentence when he sneeringly sug- 
gested. to John L. Stewart that he 
inake a white slave of Mrs. Stewart, 
according to a statement made at police 
headquarters Saturday by. Stewart, who 
shot and killed Killian in the kitchen 
of the Stewart home, 42544 Cook ave- 
nue, Friday. night. 

Stewart wept when he told pe the re- 
maik whfth he says Killian made about 
his wife, the mother of his 56-year-old 
yon, Russell. 


Police reseeile show that Stewart is 


known in St. Louis, Kansas City and 


Chicago ‘and that at times he has used 
the name Leon Kellum. Stewart admits 
that ne has been known as Kellum. He 
says he was once arrested for gambling 
in Chicago, but was acquitted, and he 
says he was never convicted of a 
crime. Marked cards and unfair dice 
were found in the Stewart home after 
the shooting. 

The shooting was the climax of a de- 
bauch in which Stewarc, Killian and 
Fred King of 1508 Ohio avenue took 
part. There was no eyewitness to the 
rs.

An from the House when Stewart took 
his two friends there, were at the home 
of her father, H. J. Hamble, ‘of 2722 
Madison street, and did not learn of the 
shooting until an hour and a half after 
it occurred. 

Gambling Acquaintances, 

Stewart is %2 years old, short, slender 
and wiry. He admits that he is a pro- 
fessional gambler, but says that re- 
céfitiy he has been living ‘‘on the 
equare.” 

“Tl head known Killian aine years,”’ 
said Stewart. “He ws a saloon and 
palfibling acquaintance and we often 
caroiised together.- Thursday night Kil- 
liah and | and a gambler whom I 
knéw only as ‘Red" were out together 
in & carriage. We went to many sa- 
lodhs and clubs in St. Louls and East 
St. Louis. When we reached my home 
at 1 a. m. Friday, we were all very 
drink.

Worn and weary as the result of a 
long succession of family troubles, Mrs. 
May C. Johnston, at her country home, 
“The Crags,’ on the Meramec River, 
near Fern Glen, anxiously awaits the 
slightest word of news concerning her 
husband, Rowjand L. Johnston, former 
Prosecuting Attorney. of St. Louis Coun- 
ty, who. is if as critical condition at 
the Baptist ~ Hospital, Garrison and 
Franklin avenues. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter who 
called on Mrs. Johnston at “The Crags,” 
she refused to discuss the mysterious 
arrest and release of Miss Mildred 
Kurtenacker, 
whose imprisonment at Clayton, Thurs- 
day afternoon, was followed Friday by 
a $100,000 damage suit against those 
said to have caused the arrest. 

“You might talk to me till dooms- 
day,” she said pleasantly, ‘“‘but I would 
not say anything about this affair.” 

Anticipates Surprise. 

Her son, Lyle T. Johnston, 14 years 
old, commented briefly on the case. 
“IT believe it was wrong for Miss Kur- 
tenacker to have been put into a cell 
with negresses,’’ he said. ‘I hope she 
gets what’s coming to her. Everybody 
will be fooled when the truth about 
this affair comes te ght.’’ 

Mrs. Johnston, who is a blonde of 
medium height and slight figure, was 
neatly dressei in a gown of white 
lawn. She appeared extremely nervous, 
this condition being due, she said, to 
the many telephone calls received. 

“T answer everyone of them,’’ she 
said, ‘“‘in the hope of finding ‘out some- 
thing about my husband’s condition.”’ 

Mrs. Johnston's suit for separate 
maintenance, filed June 27 at Clayton, 
has been withdrawn by her attorney, 
T. J. Rowe, at her request. She did 
not ®. te prosecute»th¢ case, ‘ while 
her husband@is so itt, ie Said. 

Johnston’s’ hervous breakdawn came a 
short time after this suit was filed. He 
now is in such a condition that no one 
but his physician and nurses can talk 
to him, it was said at the hospital. 

Dr. Charles G. Chaddock of 3706 Del- 
mar boulevard, who is attending John- 
ston at the hospital, told a Post-Dis- 
patch: reporter the patient’s condition 
seemed to be slightly improved. 

“He can see no one, however,’’ Dr. 
Chaddock said, “because of questions 
about the affair he might become ex- 
cited and would be unable to talk co 
herently, and, if interviewed, might say 
something he did not mean.” 
~ When asked the nature of Johnston's 
illness, Dr. Chaddock said: “I have 
nothing to say about that.”’ 

Miss Kurtenacker’s whereabouts at 
présent can not be ascertained. She 
spent all of Friday at the office suite 
occupied jointly by Johnston, George 
Bb. Webster and William J. Grodzki, 
lawyers, on the fourth floor of the Lig- 
gett Building, but reporters were not 
permitted to talk to her. Webster said 
her physician had forbidden her to re- 
ceive newspaper men. She could not be 
found later at an address on Russell av- 
enue, where Webster said he understood 
she resided.

Judge Will Reduce to 12 Months 
Sentence of Man Who Stole — 
to Feed Family. 








The death of Mrs. Elizabeth Schield 
of bichloride of mercury poisoning 
has caused. justice to be tempered 
with ercy. in. the- case _ of. her hus- 
band, William Sehield, jn: jail. at Clay 
ton under a 10-year . sentence” for 
highway robbery. 

Following a. plea for clemency by 
missionary workers Saturday Judge 
Wurdeman of the St. Louis County 
Circuit Court announced that. early 
next week he will commute Schield’s 
sentence from 10 years in the penniten- 
tiary to one year in jail. 

Judge Wurdeman said he believed that 
if Schield were forced to serve a, long 
penitentiary sentence under existing cir- 
cumstances the loss of his wife and the 
hopelessness of his position would cause 
him to become a confirmed criminal. 

Schield fell ina faint at noon Satur- 
day when he looked on his dead wife’s, 
face #®an undertaking establishment at 
Pendleton avenue and the Suburban 
tracks. He was taken back to jail at 
Clayton when revived. 

Schield wept when the Rev. W. M. 
Langtry broke the news of his wife’s 
death to him Saturday. On .an order 
issued by Judge Wurdeman, Schield, 
under guard of two deputy sheriffs, was 
permitted to go to an undertaking es- 
tablishment to see his wife's body. 

An inquest into the death of Mrs. 
Schields was held by the Coroner of &t. 
Louis Saturday.’ Mrs. Schields dicd pro- 
testing that she had taken the poison 
by mistake, and not with «he intention 
of killing herself. 

The Coroner, after hearing the evi- 
dence of witnesses, was unable to de- 
termine whether Mrs. Schields took the 
poison accidentally or intentionally, and 
so rendered a verdict. 

The Rev. T. A. Fanning of 441A West 
Belle place, an Episcopal Hospital mis- 
sionary, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he was at Mrs. Schield’s home, 6123, 
Easton avenue, a few minutes before 
she took the poison. He said she had 
a blinding headache, and that in her 
conversation with him she gave no inti- 
mation of a destre to end-her Hfe. He 
saav three bottles of medicine on a shelf, 
he said, and it would have been easy for 
her to get the wrong bottle. 

The minister said that no money was 
available for the funeral expenses, 
amounting to $100. The funeral was held 
Saturday from the Watkins undertaking. 
parlors at Pendleton avenue gnd»Syb-. 
urban tracks.

SENATOR DECLARE 
PANAMA CANAL 





Smith Holds Purchase of Strip 
Gives Us Right to Use.as 
Desired. 





By Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Senator 
Smith of South Carolina, speaking on 
the canal toll bill today, contended in 
the Senate that the purchase by this 
Government ‘of the Panama Zone 
changed the relations of the United 
States with Great Britain and superced- 
ed the Hay-Pauncefote treaty of 1901. 
He expressed the belief that the -United 
States now has a right to use thé waters 
of the Panama Canal in any way it 
pleases, as though they were interior 
waters of the United States. 

Whethér we shall submit to arbitra- 
tion a qhestion which pertains only to 
the internal domestic affairs of the 
United States, or .whether by a strict in- 

terpretation of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty a precedent shall be established 
that may hereafter be embarrassing, 
were declared by Mr. Smith to be the 
real questions before the Senate. The 
Panama bill was not formally before 
-the Senate, the speech being made dur- 
‘ing consideration of the sundry civil bill. 
wont’ Decide Agafnast Us, | 

Senator Lodge declared that while he 
believed the United States had the right 
under the Hay-Pauncfote treaty to give 
concessions to American ships, yet he 
believed it would be impossible to secure 
an international court unbiased enough 
to rule in favor of this country. The 
interest of all other nations, he said, 
would weigh against the claims of the 
United States. 

The opinion that the canal strip was 
American territory and that the canal 
was therefore American waters was ad- 
vanced by Senator Smith and concurred 
in by Senator Lodge, The latter de- 
clared that when the Hay-Pauncfote 
treaty Was made no one expected that 
the United States would acquire the 
canal zone. — 

Colombia’s Case Still Unarbitrated. 

Senator Smith called attention to the 

fact that the United States had never 
submitted to arbitration the claims of 
Colombia for redress for the loss of 
Panama. 
“The fact that it has not been arbi- 
trated does not relleve the United States 
from its responsibility,”” said Senator 
Bacon. “It is still a: burning question 
and it is to our.enterna] disgrace that 
we should treat a weaker nation as 
we have Colombia.” :

pose by Jack Rose, the gambler, who 
had intimate relations with Becker and 
who had been put under -pressure by 
Becker to see that Rosenthal’s mouth 
wae stopped. 

That the gain from Rosenthal’s death 
was greatest to one man, and to that 
man Rose owed a great obligation. 

That Rose was a leading spirit in ‘‘get- 
ting’ Rosenthal, but that he had ar- 
ranged his plans so he would not be 
present at the actual crime. 

Murderers Hired With Money. 

That members of the Jack Zelig gang 
of gun men and black-jackers were se- 
lected for the job at the usual market 
rates for such work which is said to 
be $2000, 

This epitomizes the attitude of the Dis- 
trict Attorney and of the police, and it 
is the ground on which the investiga- 
tion is proceeding and upon which the 
prosecution is to rest. 

Developments have changed. the situa- 
tion from theories and beliefs to actual 
proof and legal evidence which, with 
the addition of certain details now being 
obtained, brings the case weil on the 
road to indictments and trials for mur- 
der, even though the actual murderers 
are yet to be arrested. 

A remarkable coincidence was discov- 
ered as to Lieut. Becker’s and Jack 
Rose’s proximity to each other as weli 
as the murder scene shortly before the 
killing. Becker says he dropped Jack 
Sullivan from his automobile in Forty- 
second street, between Sixth avenue and 
Broadway, at 1:30 a. m. Rose says he, 
left’ his automobile ac Sixth avenue and 
Forty-second stréet to go to “Bridgey’’ 
Webber’s gambling rooms at 1:30. The 
gray::murder. car halted in. Forty-third 
street::across from the Metropole at 
T: 40. 

Rose Arranged Surrender, 

Rose surrendered at police héadquar- 
ters Thursday afternoon. Lieut. Beck- 
er and a detective with a warrant for 
his arrest had gone to Far Rockaway 
after him Wednesday night. Rose ob- 
jected to being arrested or to going to. 
headquarters with Becker and the de- 
tectives, so it was arranged that he 
Should appear there alone the next 
morning. Both Becker and Rose deny 
they had been to Far Rockaway or had 
seen each other. 

Threatening letters have begun to pour 
in upon Aaron Levy, lawyer for the 
murder-car chauffeurs, Lieut. Becker, 
District Attorney Whitman and others 
connected with the case. 

From William Shapiro,.driver of the 
‘murder car,” District Attorney Whit- 
man and private detectives employed by 
him have learned that-after the shoot- 
ing the murderers loafed around the 
scene of the crime with no apparent: 
fear of arrest.. He said that after the 
men shot Rosenthal they put their guns 
in their pockets and stood around for 
a time. After a while, Shapiro says, 
they walked leisurely over to the car 
and got aboard. The chauffeur said he 
worked with the motor, hoping the po- 
lice would come, but that one of the 
murderers pointed a gun at him and 
said: 

‘‘Quit monkeying and roll along.’”’ 

Shapiro said the car made only 15 
miles an bour and he did not see any 
chase being made. to capture them.

JACKSON, Mich., July 0.—A “full” 
ticket, embracing presidential electors 
and State, congressional and legislative 
candidates, will be placed in the fleld 
by the first State Progressive convention 
here today. 

This plan was decided on today after 
Senator Joseph M. Dixon, Col. Roose- 
velt’s, campaign manager, had arrived 
and. conferred with a number of Pro- 
gressive leaders, Frank W. Knox, for- 
mier Western manager ‘for Col. Roose- 
velt; who had been working for the 
“stub’’ ticket plan, at once announced 
he was in favor of whatever the for- 
mer President wanted, and Senator Dix- 
on made it plain that the Colonel de- 
sired a complete new ticket. 

“Nothing but a full new ticket will 
suit Col. Roosevelt,” Senator Dixon 
said. “He wants to make the whole 
fight in Michigan or none.

The resolutions, which were not com- 
pleted until early this morning, were to 
be submitted to Senator Joseph M. Dix- 
on, Col. Roosevelt’s campaign mana- 
ger, before the convention passed on 
them.

“According to information recaived by 
the department it appears that the local 
Judge ordered chains placed on the 
accused in order to prevent his escape, 
and that this official deemed this pre- 
caution absolutely necessary, owing to 
the insecurity of the local jail. 

“Under date of June 2%, 1912, a letter 
was received by the department from 
Mr. Van Sickler in which he complained 
of the fact that he was kept in chains 
and requested the department to make 
representations in his behalf to the Gov- 
ernment of Honduras. A copy of Mr. 
Van Sickler’s letter was transmitted by 
the department to the Consul at Celba 
with instructions to send a copy of this 
ommunication to the American Consular 
Agent at Truxillo and to direct him to 
investigate the citizenship of the 4a¢- 
cused (a matter regardug which the 
department was not advised), and, in 
case it should appear that he was an 
American citizen, to render him such 
assistance as the facts and circunm- 
stances of the case might warrant. 
“Mr. Van Sickler was advised by the 
department of the instructions to the 
Consul at Celba, calling atterition to 
the complaints which appear to have 
been made by Mr. Van Sickler against 
the Honduranean authorities and the 
acting Consular Agent at Truxilio and 
directing the Consul to investigate fully 
the present status of the case and to

TOKIO, July 2.—The Emperor's con- 
dition ‘at 8 o'clock this afternoon was 
so critical that the ministers of state 
were assembled at the palace and the 
announcement was made that. His Maj- 
esty was sinking. ® 
A bulletin issued by the attending 
physicians gives the history of the Em- 
peror’s illness as follows: 

“Since July 14 His Majesty has been 
suffering from intestinal trouble. Great 


drowsiness followed the early attacks, 
this symptom increasing rapidly. July 
18 His Majesty became unconscious and 
his brain was affected. On the evening 
of the 19th the fever suddenly increased, 
showing a temperature of 1947. The 
pulse rate was 104 and the respirauon 
gg 
Ailment Is Acute Nephritins, 

The court physicians in attendance on 
His Majesty at 9 o'clock this morning 
diagnosed the case as acute nephritis. 
A bulletin issued from the palace at 3 
o’clock this afternoon was as follows: 

“The Emperor has been suffering from 
diabetes since 194. This developed into 
chronic kidney trouble in 1906.”’ 

It was announced later in the morning 
that uremia had developed. His Maj- 
esty’s bed has been moved to a sitting 
100m in the palace. The Empress re- 
nained at the bedside during the day. 
The Crown Prince, Yoshihito. who is re- 
covering from a case of chicken pox and 
is still confined to his bed, received the 
news of his father's iliness this morning. 
‘ie has not yet been able to visit th: 
nalace, 

The Imperial Princes have been sum- 
moned from their summer, residences. 
and together with all ehe notables at 
present in the capital they have re- 
paired to the palace, where they await 
the latest news from the sick chamber. 

Illness a Surprise. 

The present situation is without prece- 
dent in the history of the“new Japan. 
The news of His Majesty’s illaess came 
as an absolute surprise and its un- 
looked-for announcement resulted in the 
quick collapse of prices on the local 
stock exchange. 

The return to Tokio of Prince Kat- 
sura, the former Premier, who left some 
days ago on a mission to Europe, is ex- 
pected. The Prince was among the 
fitst to be officially notified by tele- 
graph of the Emperor's illness. 

It became known today that His Maj- 
esty was unconscious from his illness 
yesterday. 

No further bulletins had been is- 
sued from the palace up to 10 p. m.,, 
but it was learned from the Iniperial 
residence that.His Majesty’s condi- 
tion remains unchanged, He is semi- 
conscious. The physicians in attend- 
ance have not given up all hope. 


Mutsuhito, the 12ist Emperor of Ja- 
pan, was born at Kioto, Nov. 3, 1852, 
the second son of the late Emperor K>-- 
mei, upon whofe death in 1867 he suc- 
ceeded to the throne. He was crowned 
at Kioto, Oct. 12, 1868.

Another unfortunate condition of our 
present day civilization, induced largely 
by the influx to the cities of our popu- 
lation and the ever widening charm be- 
tween the immensely rich and the un- 
utterably poor, is the social life .in 
many of our churches today. We can- 
not say with truth that we Christians 
love each other to the extent that our

It is a “plain, 
unvarnished tale,” as moving as a 
drama and as illuminating as a mathe- 
matical demonstration. 

Of course, his indictment of conditions 
that are peculiar to San Quentin—and 
let us hope many of them are unknown 
elsewhere—concern California humani- 
tarians chiefly, but as a story of crime 
and its consequences, it points a moral 
for the whole human face, and that is 
that treating a convict like a brute is 
not a good way to make a man of him. 
Prison life is so far removed from the 
experience of the average man that the 
details of it appeal to a large curious 
element. . Probably no other book ever 


-written has set down the annals of the 


convict so graphically and so im- 
pressively as they are recorded here. 
As, the publisher's announcement says:

COL. ROOSEVELT STRIPPED. 


Two facts of the greatest significance are made 
clear as day by the report of the Stanley 
committee on the absorption of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Co. by the Steel Trust... 

1. That the purpose of the financiers who cre- 
ated and manipulated the panic of 1907 was to 
obtain control of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Co. to the end that they might crush a danger- 
ous competitor of the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration and complete its monopoly of ore and coal 
resources and of the steel business. 

-2. That Theodore Roosevelt, then President, 
served as the willing instrument of their designs 
and protected them from prosecution for their 
unlawful acts. The power of the Government 
was surreptitiously used to encourage the com- 
mission of a crime under the anti-trust law and 
to give immunity to the offenders. 

Concerning Col. Roosevelt’s official part in this 
disgraceful transaction, the report says: 

If the merger was in violation of the law, 
it is equally clear that the President had no 
right to condone or encourage this violation 
or to prevent the Attorney-General from per- 
forming his duties, even though the prosper- 
ity of a dozen bankers in New York had de- 
pended upon it, much less the fatt of a single 
stock broker whose reckless, if not reprehen- 
sible, transactions had involved him im finan- 
cial disaster, 

The report links together facts showing that 
the panic was brought on at an opportune time 
when Broker Schley, the syndicate manager of 
T. C. & I. stock, was in extreme financial diffi- 
culties. He was hard pressed to force him to 
dispose of T. C. & I. securities. 

George W. Perkins, then in the Morgan firm 
and now principal political backer of Theodore 
Roosevelt, gave the monopolies a statement which 
caused a run on the Trust Company of America 
and nearly ruined that insolvent institution and 
its president, Oakleigh Thorne, in whose hands 
were securities of the T. C. & I. 

When under panic pressure the stocks and 
bonds of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. were 
brought within reach of the monopoly conspira- 
tors the next step was to get immunity from the 
President of the United States for violation of 
law in absorbing the company. Of the state- 
ment made by Messrs. Frick and Gary to Col. 
Roosevelt, upon which he granted them license to 
violate law, the report says: 

The same number of palpably inaccurate 
statements were probably never couched in 
the same number of words, before or since. 

If’ Col, Roosevelt did not know that the repre- 
sentations made to him by Messrs. Frick and Gary 
were false and wholly misleading, he could easily 
have informed himself. But accepting the pal- 
pable misrepresentations of trust magnates, the 
Colonel played into their hands. 

Col. Roosevelt can take either horn of the di- 
lemma; he was preposterously stupid®and credu- 
lous, or he deliberately abused the. power of the 
President to serve the unlawful ar oppressive 
purpose of unscrupulous monopolists. 

In seeking light on Col. Roosevelt’s motives, 
it is impossible to blink his friendliness to the 
Harvester Trust in protecting it from prosecution 
and his letter to Attorney-General Bonaparte re- 
ferring to the folly of driving away the influen- 
tial Morgan interests “which are so friendly to 
us.” 

This is the man who poses as the steward of 
the people and the enemy of the interests. This 
is the man who, having misused his power to 
promote monopoly and to protéct monopolists 
from the consequences of law-breakers, now has 
the audacity to lead a progressive movement to 
rescue the Government from organized greed and 
restore it to the people. 

And the movement he presumes to lead is sup- 
ported and financed by the monopolists he twist- 
ed the law to favor and protect. 

The Stanley report at least strips Col. Roose- 
velt of his last pretension as a foe to the plunder- 
bund.

To iI- 
lustrate his contention Dr. Paulson had 
an array of washtubs on the lecture 
platform, and he himself bent ever 
them and went through the motions of 
washing out garments. He demon- 
atrated that there is a proper and an 
improper way to wash and emphasized 
the necessity of fresh air and deep 
breathing for the washerwoman. 

Not long ago Dr. Dudley 8. Sargent 
aise pointed out the beneficial results 
of washtub calisthenics. And there ig 
a great deal more truth and common 
sense than most people realize behind 
the theory advanced by these two em- | 
inent physicians. 

If you don't believe it, study the pic- 
tures which the Post-Dispatch reproduc- 
es with this article. Each represents 
a different stage in the process of wash- 
ing clothes and each stage involves a 
different set of body movements.

Coroner’s Report Says 238 Per- 
sons Killed Themselves in 
Record Year, 


Suicide and homicide are on the in- 
crease in St. Louis, according to Coroner 
‘Baron’s annual report, which has just 
been submitted to the Mayor. The re- 
port is for the fiscal year ending March 
$1. 

The number of suicides last year was 
greater than it has been any year since 
the World's Fair, exceeding by 22 the 
record for 1910-1911, and hy 19 the record 
for the year ending March 31, 1907, which 
was the highest until this year. With 
poisons, gas, guns, knives, drowning 
and hanging, 28 persons took their 
lives last year. . 

The total of 114 homicides in the last 
fiscal year is 36 greater than that of the 
year prior. It is not as large, however, 
when 118 persons were 
slain. Six of the homicides last year are 


mobiles killing three of the victims and 
street cars two. 

Carbolic acid is the favorite means of 
suicide, 120 of those who ‘killed them- 
selves last year using this drug, as 
against only 20,who chose other poisons. 
Firearms come next in the list with 56. 
Fifteen of the suicides hanged them- 
selves, 7 drowned, 10 inhaléd gas and 11 
used knives. There were 1839. inquests 
last year, as against 1535 in 1906.

July %.—Experiments with 
ducks. rove that those fed on fish are 
the F st layers. Thirty ducklings were 
divid d into three classes. One ciase 
was fed on fish, another on meat and 
the third on 94 vegetarian diet. The 
fish-eaters began laying at seven and 
a half months, the.meat-eaters at eight 
months and the vegetarians two monthe 
later. 

During a given perted the fish-fed 
ducks laid 64 eggs, the meat-fed 4 and 
the vegetarians only 1%. Each class
